The regulation amendments update state regulations that incorporate by reference
certain federal regulations to reflect the Code of Federal Regulations as published on
April 22, 2004. A new section 9 VAC 5-60-91 (National Performance Track Program)
has been added which incorporates EPA's National Performance Track Program as
promulgated in 40 CFR 63.2, 63.10, and 63.16. The specific version of the provisions
adopted by reference is that promulgated on April 22, 2004 (69 FR 21737).

On June 29, 2004, the State Air Pollution Control Board adopted final amendments to
regulations entitled "Regulations for the Control and Abatement of Air Pollution”,
specifically federal regulations incorporated by reference (9 VAC 5 Chapter 60, Article 2).
